most a ruin with an enormous financial 
loss and with losses in a. deeper sense 
that can never be repaired. In

midst of fancied security one of the 
most disastrous h'resof years broke out 
and the city is confronted with many 
serious problems that demand solution, 
regardless of cost. It Is yet too early 
to tind out definitely if the tire could

The average 
citizen would have declared previous 
to yesterday that such destruction was 
almost an impossibility, but the great 
lire was a stronger argument than any 
claims presented by city officials or 
lire hazard.

CITY LIBRARY FIRE 


It is a striking commentary on local 


conditions that at a time 
when 
all 


manner of fire prevention, flre fighting: 
and fire insurance rate reduction agi- 
tations were in the air, our beautiful 
city library building has been made al- 
most a ruin with an enormous financial 
loss and with losses in a deeper sense 
that can never be repaired. In 
the 


midst of fancied security one oC the 
most disastrous (Ires of years broke out 
and the city Is confronted with many 
serious problems that demand solution, 
regardless of cost. It Is yet too early 
to find out definitely if .the fire could 
have .been prevented 
by 
reasonable 


precautions, but it Is painfully signifi- 
cant 
(hat 
the 
city 
librarian 
had 


warned our officials of the probability 
of such a conflagration. The average 
citizen would have declared previous 
to yesterday that such destruction was 


. almost an impossibility, but the great 


fire was a stronger argument than any 
claims presented by city officials or 
fire hazard. If the fire could 
have 


been averted by precautionary meas- 
ures and the expenditure, of a 
few 


thousand dollars, we have an object 
lesson for all time of the folly of sys- 
tems of economy which would save 
money In dollars, or hundreds of dol- 
lars only to necessitate a final spend- 
ing of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


It Is a matter for deep and lasting 


regret that the raging fire In Memorial 
hall wiped out relics connected with 
Lowell's part In the history of the na- 
tion which would have become price- 
less In time and which are unfortu- 
nately lost forever. Flags, 
uniforms, 


battle mementos, personal belongings 
of some of our moat noted sons were 
there gathered with devotion and lov- 
ing care and treasured by our patriotic 
societies only to fall a prey to the de- 
vouring flames.

and Lpndon which, if true, presages the tall o£ the ancient capital and 
one of the most sisTiificant events of (he war. 
On .the full of Con- 


stantinople depend so many momentous things that the. present attack 
along the narrow waterway leading lo the sea of Marmora may -shape 
the end of the war and the future destinies.of Europe. 


Thus far, if reports he true, the allied fleets have been phenomenally 


successful in their fight against the mighty land forls. 
Tho Dardanelles 


is one of the most strongly fortified waterways in the world, about 40, 
miles long and varying from one mile to four miles in width. 
At the l^l^ ,1?..1?."""!"':.,°" ^ 


entrance powerful forls were erected and at strategical points on both 
sides a chain of ancient and modern fortifications extends the entire way. .,alcl> 
These forts have kept up a steady fire on the attacking Meets, but London j cei-ned. 
reports that the land forts have been silenced for 20 miles from the 
month of the channel by the guns of (he French and English ships. 
Turkey and the nations that in the past defended Turkey's right to 
Constantinople, have felt secure in the strength of the natural defence 
afforded by this narrow body of water, its sides bristling with guns, but 
evidently the guns on the battleships have proved more than a match 
for the Turkish forts to dale. 


Those familiar wilb the region, however; say that though Constan- 


tinople should eventually fall, the fight ere (hen will be strenuous. 
Jfony 


' of the forts on the Bosphorous and the Dardanelles have been modernized 


with the latest Krupp equipment anil Germany'will undoubtedly come to 
the aid of her ally in a struggle which will influence the war (o such a 
great «stent. The siege of Constantinople must have been regarded as a 
possibility by both Turkey and Germany before Turkey decided to enter 
the war, and the centre of the Mohammedan faith will not be won with- 
out a terrific struggle. Turkey seems to have depended a great deal on 
mines in the channel, but the fleets are preceded by special ships for the 
purpose of clearing away these menaces. The allies seem determined to 
reach Constantinople and they have gone a good way in breaking down 
armed opposition. 


The capture of Constantinople would have a great bearing on the 


control of the waters of the Black sea and the Mediterranean; it would 
give Russia an opportunity to send great supplies to the armies of Franco 
and England—not only supplies of food but petroleum, metals, horses 
and crude materials of-all descriptions. It would also remove the Turkish 
menace and tend to show the Balkan states (bat their interests would 
be best served by nilliering to the cause of the allies. 
That Germany 


will do everything possible to prevent its fall is therefore indisputable, 
but Germany cannot do a great deal at such a far off point. War experts 
declared that tlie urging of Turkey to enter the war was a bad diplomatic 
blunder, and the near future may prove it. 


Latest despatches from the east indicate that the Russians are 


recovering lost ground, unless it is that Yon Hindenburg has a method 
in his ret feats. 
Little of any consequence is reported from the west 


where there will be no great change until one side or the other resumes 
the offensive on a large scale. 
Tho terms of England's blockade against 


German shipping is the most important event of the past few days ami 
it is something in which all nations are directly concemed.
